1. Claims 1-4, 11, 18-21, 29, 36-39, 41, 49-52, 60, 67-70, 75-78, 85-86 are allowed. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

4. Prior art does not disclose, "wherein said at least one optically-detectable authentication 
component includes a plurality of optically-detectable authentication components forming a 
substantially unique pattern using at least one optically detectable material", wherein the 
optically detectable material includes at least one material selected from the group of optically 
detectable materials comprising an opaque material, a partially opaque material, a polymer-based 
material, and an epoxy based material", "at least one top surface material, wherein said at least 
one optically-detectable authentication component is formed on the top surface material", an 
example of prior art that fails to disclose the limitations above is Levy. Levy discloses a pattern 
of the visual design is associated with an identifier, which can be a watermark. Levy discloses 
that the watermark can be analyzed via a hash or fingerprinting algorithm. Levy does not 
disclose the type of materials, nor does Levy disclose using the material with the certificate of 
authentication to for a pattern. 

5. Prior art does not disclose, "wherein said at least one optically-detectable authentication 
component includes a plurality of optically-detectable authentication components forming a 
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substantially unique pattern using at least one optically detectable material", wherein the 
optically detectable material includes at least one material selected from the group of optically 
detectable materials comprising an opaque material, a partially opaque material, a polymer-based 
material, and an epoxy based material", "at least one top surface material, wherein said at least 
one optically-detectable authentication component is formed on the top surface material", an 
example of prior art that fails to disclose these limitation is Heylen. Heylen discloses data 
patterns of the authenticating signature are chosen to cause digital sum value problems for CD 
writers. Helyen discloses that when data patterns on the CD-R are subsequently read by a drive 
for CDS, the digital sum value can cause problems for the drive.
